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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 29, 
2007 has been entered. 

Specification 

2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: first leg, second leg and the F-shaped strip. 

3. Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR' 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the angle of less than 
90 degrees and the F-shaped strip must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
the less than 90 degree angle between the legs 15 and 16 as described in the 
specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the 
disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing oh the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
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made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary tb show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application 
must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-3, 6-7, 9-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. In reference to claim 1, line 18, "the second 
leg" should be - the first leg — since the second leg does not extend in a downward 
direction and as further recited in claim 1, the second leg seals the intermediate space 
between the second leg and a mounting surface. Hence the second leg is the 
horizontal leg in Fig. 2. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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9. Claims 1-3, 6-7, 9, 11, 12, 15, 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Shanahan et al. (US 4165577) for substantially the same reasons stated 
in the last Office Action. 

10. Shanahan shows that the protective element 27b, 30b, the first leg 30 and the 
second leg 63, 65, 66 comprise the support element as shown in Fig. 10 which can be 
considered to be in the form of an F-shape. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

12. Claims 1-3, 6-7, 9-10, 17, 18-22, 23-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Saunders et al. (US 5007196) for substantially the same 
reasons stated in the last Office Action. 

See Figs. 16-20 of Saunders particularly Fig. 20 which shows a protective element 140, 
a first leg (not labeled but directly under protective element 140), and a second leg 240. 
Saunders shows the two electrical conductive elements arranged in spaced-apart 
parallel relationship with the elements being at substantially the same vertical height, 
but it would have been obvious to employ conductive elements vertically offset at 
different heights such as shovyn in other embodiments of Saunders such as Fig. 8 
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depending on the orientation of the device and the target species of insect being 
sought.
